The cabinet has decided to Intro- 


duce a bill amending the declaration 
of the king, wherein he asserts his 
disbelief in the substantiation 
and 


adoration of the virgin and saints, 
aid ;that he makes declaration without 
mental' reservation or dispensation 
from the pope or other authority 


For the declaration that the fore- 


going doctrines and the mass "are 
superstitious and idolatrous" it Is pro- 
posed to substitute the' words "are 
contrary to my ; belief" and to .omit 
reference £o the pope. 


The majority of the memners of 


parliament are believed to favor these 
changes, but the Orangemen and. Ex- 
treme Protestants will oppose them, 
The Catholics.wish the entire declara- 
tion abolished, but the law officers of 
the crown consider such a safeguard 
against a Catholic monarch neces- 
sary. 


The bill Is expected to receive the 


unanimous endorsement of the gov- 
ernment and become a law.

Boards of 
education have little "or no knowledge 
concerning the proper environment of 
children in the schoolroom.
